Cotton raisers who thorou g hly u n­ 
derstand th e habits and characteris­ 
tics of boll worms can easily control 
them. The boll worm miller which 
lay s abou t 8 00 eg g s dep osits 
them 
arou nd the tendei g rowth in the top 
of the cotton p lants. The eg g s are 
abou t the size of a larg e g rain of 
sand, p early white in color and is 
slig htly oblong in shap e. The eg g s 
hatch in 3 to 
4 day s. 
The 
small 
worms feed on the tender foliag e 
in the top of the stalk u ntil they 
are abou t sev en day s old. It is in 
this stag e that they are easily p ois­ 
oned. 
Calciu m arsenate and p aris 
g ieen mix tu re 
f commercially mix ­ 
ed) is most effectiv e ag ainst 
the 
boll worm, howev er, calciu m arsen­ 
ate alone has been su ccessfu lly u sed.' 
Fiv e to sev en p ou nds of the p oison 
du st shou ld be ap p lied to the acre 
ev ery fiv e to sev en day s. Two 
to 
fiv e ap p lications may be necessary 
to comp letely control the boll worm 
dep ending on the time ol the season j 
and weather conditions.
